Only Made to Save the Firm’s Property 
from Sacrifice—Mr. Coleman's 
Hopefal View of the Case. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 7 

SAN FRANcIscO, May 7.—[By the 
ciated Press.} The wholesale commission 
house of William T. Coleman & Co. made 
an assignment today to L. L. Baker and 
Louis Sloss for the benefit of creditors. 
Frank 8S. Johnson, managing partner of 
the firm, submitted a statement to the effect 
that the firm was unable to realize upon its 
assets immediately, and in view of pressing 
engagements in New York, where the call 
upon them for money was urgent, they had 
decided to make an assignment, in order to 
prevent a dissipation of their property. 
Johnson places the assets of the firm at 
$4,000,000 to $4,500,000, and the liabilities 
at $2,000,000. The indebtedness in Cali- 
fornia, with the exception of a number of 
smali amounts, is confined to four banks 
and two individuals. Johnson further 
states that among the most valuable assets 
of the firm is a borax property, which is 
valued at $2,000,000, and that negotiations 
for the sale of it were in a fair way to be 
consummated when the announcement of 
the Tariff Bill, placing borax on the free 
list, tended to defeat efforts in that direc- 
tion. The firm feels confident that its re- 
sources are more than sufficient to meet all 
engagements. 

THE CREDITORS. 

The banks mentioned as creditors are the 
Bank of California, Bank of British Colum- 
bia, Nevada Bank and Bank of British 
North America. The firm is indebted to 
the Bank of-California to the amount of 
$190,000, of which $130,000 is secured. It is 
estimated that the firm owes the Bank of 
British Columbia $100,000, the Nevada Bank 
$220,000 and the Bank of British North 
America $100,000. It is stated that of the 
whole amount of Coleman & Co.’s indebted- 
ness one-half is in the State and the other 
half in the East, the greater part of the lat- 
ter being held by New oe banks. The 
firm has been extending its business lately, 
and has acquired a great amount of real es- 
tate in the counties adjoining this city. 

The assignments today were made both 
by the firm and by William T. Coleman. It 
is reported that the Nevada Bank called in 
its loans sometime ago, and the failure to 
respond in full has probably been the cause 
of the ae. The formation of the firm 
of William & Co. dates back to 

1849, when Mr. Coleman a store in 
Placerville, this State. In the following 
year he removed to this city, and since tha. 
time the house has taken a foremost place 
in the business interests of the coast. The 
present members of the firm are W. T. Cole- 
man, Frank S. Jobnson, Cariton C. Cole- 
man and Richard Delafield. The house has 
agencies in Astoria, Or., New York, Chi- 
cago and London. lt alsv acts as agents 
fora large number of manufacturing and 
producing establishments, and for the prin- 
cipal salmon canneries on the Columbia, 
Fraser, Sacramento, Skeena and Umpqua 
Rivers, aside from several in’Alaska. The 
shipping department is agent for several 
lines of clippers to and from Australia, 
China and South America. The business of 
the firm is said to amount to $14,000,000 per: 
year.

‘COLLISION AT SEA. 


The Dangers of Fog-The Steamer 
Eureka Probably Sunk. 

NorFotk (Va.), May 7%.—The British 
steamer Benison, from Matanzas to Phila- 
delphia, was towed here today in distress, 
and reports being in collision yesterday 
afternoon during a fog with the steamer 
Eureka, from New York to New Orleans.

THE CITY TO HAVE STREET- 
SWEEPERS AT LAST. 


The Fifth Ward Engine-The First 


Street Grade PDiscussed—Justice 


King Will Be Paid— Wider Side- 
walk—The Streets to Be Improved. 


The regular weekly meeting of the City 
Council was held yesterday morning with 
President Humphreys in the chair and the 
following members present: Barrett, Book, 
Chandler, Cohn, Collins, Hanley, Mathews, 
Moriarty, Sinsabaugh and Teed. 

The minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved. 

The reports of the City Justice and the 
City Clerk, together with the Auditor’s 
statement of the balances in the funds, 
were read and referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 

A communication was received from A. J. 
King, the newly appointed City Justice, 
calling the attention of the Council to the 
effect that he was entitled to a salary of 
$2000 per annum, and that he wanted his 
name addea to the salary list with the other 
Laid over for the present. 

TEMPLE-STREET ROAD. 

Gen. Baidwin, the Superintendent of 
Streets, reported that the City Attorney had 
advised him that he would be liable toa 
civil suit and a criminal prosecution were 
he to tear up the track of the Temple-street 
dummy road, and he must therefore declige, 
very reluctantly, to carry out the instric- 
tions of the Council. 

Capt. Barrett thought the best way out of 
the quandary was to instruct the City Attor- 
ney to enter a suit of ejectment. Gen. Bald- 
win’s bondsmen did not want him to take 
any such risk as he would be exposed to in 
tearing up this track, and he thought it 
would be well to proceed cautiously. 

On motion of Mr. Hanley, the City Attor- 
ney was instructed to take the necessary 
steps to have the track removed. 

ORPHAN’S-HOME ZANJA. 
Mr. Sabichi appeared before the Council 


to ask that the zanja which has hitherto 


supplied the water for use at the Orphans’ 
Home be opened for that purpose. 

Mr. Collins said that the committee had 
triea to get the water from the Zanja Madre 
but had found that to do this they would 
have to force the water uphill. It could be 
managed by piping the old zanja, which 
would cost about $300, 

Dr. Sinsabaugh said there were 50 acres 
in the Fifth Ward ofTine orange lands to 
which water could not be conveyed unless 
it could be piped, and if steps were taken 
to give the Orphans’ Home water, these 
other eS should also be supplied. 

Mr. Collins said that the Fittn-ward peo- 

le would be supplied inside of six months 

y means of a pipe-line now being con- 
structed. The Urphans’ Home should be 
supplied, as it was supported by charity 
alone and could not afford to pay the 
amount necessary to lay a line tor their 
own use. 

Mr. Sabichi thought that in the case of 
the Orphans’ Home the relief might legally 
be demanded, especially us the Sisters who 
had charge of the waifs were saving money 
for the city by keeping these children from 
growing up as burdens on the. community. 

Mr. Cohn said the Council had nothing to 
do with charity, and while it may be possi- 
ble that tne Sisters had a right to the water, 
the question of charity could cut no figure 
in the case. 

It was moved that the whole matter be 
referred back to the Zanja Committee with 
full power to act. 

Capt. Barrett said this had been done two 
weeks ago, and yeh, as far as the people out 
on Figueroa an ashington streets were 
concerned, no steps had beentaken. He 
wanted to see the instructions of the Coun- 
cil carried out when they were given. 

The motion was carried. 

STREET SWKEPERS. 

The specifications for the sweeping and 
cleaning of the streets ofthe city were read 
and followed by discussion on the proyi- 
sions. Paved streets were to be swept and 
cleaned twice or three times a week, and 
curbed and graveled streets but once a 


week. 
an Cohn moved that the specifications be 
opted as read, and that bids be adver- 
t for one month. If 1t should be found 
that some of the streets needed sweeping at 
closer intervals itcould besochanged at 
any time. Also, thatthe City Surveyor be 
instructed to measure all the paved streets, 
80 as to know just how much there-of this 
work would be. The motion was carried. 

Several! notices of intention to grade were 
read and adopted, among others First street 
from Fort to Hill streets, 

FIFTH WARD ENGINE. 

Captain Barrett said the members from 
the Fifth Ward to whom the matter of the 
new. engine-house had been referred had 
received propositions from several parties, 
but would not recommend any but the one 
from Hr. Waldron, who offered to sell as 
many feet of property on Washington 
street, near Hill, as the city may need for 
the purpose, at $100 per foot. This prop- 
erty had cost Mr. aldron $200 per foot, 
but as he wanted the engine-house he was 
willing to sell at the figures mentioned to 
get it built on his property.

HOME. 


The Work Commenced and Under 
Good Headway. 

The Examiner interviewed Capt. Bland- 
ing the other day, with this result: 

“Capt. William Blanding, one of the su- 
perintendents of the work of establishing 
the National Home for Disabled Volunteer 
Soldiers in the southern part of the State, 
has returned from the site of the home. He 
reports that the work is well begun. The 
site is a plot of 300 acres on the Rancho San 
Vicente y Santa Monica. It is 14 miles from 
Los Angeles and three and a half miles 
from Santa Monica. it is a little north of a 
line drawn between the two. It is on the 
southeastern slope of the Cahuenga Moun- 
tains, and is near the mouths of three 
cafions, from which the water supply is to 
be drawn. Surveys for areservoir to hold 


1,200,000 gallons of water have been made. 
This reservoi: will cover 28 acres. 

“When completed. the home will accom- 
modate 2500 nen. Bids for the erection of 
25 barrack-houses, each 200 feet — by 50 
feet deep, will be opened on the 19th inst. 
By October the home will be ready for 400 
men, and by the fall of 1889 the whole will 
be completed. ' 

“The home is on the line of the Los An- 
geles Coast Railroad. 

“The original appre riation for the home 
was $150,000, an ongress will probably 

ive $90,000 this year. The owners of the 

unset ranch, which adjoins the home prop- 
erty, have given notes for $100,000, which 
money will expended in embellishing 
and improving the home. Col. Charles 
Treichel, who was appointed governor of 
the home, is on the ground. He is acting 
as treasurer, and disburses the money as 
the work goes on. 

“The place will be planted with trees,onl 
enough ground to supply the home wi 
fruits and vegetables being reserved.”

The extent to which this criminal 
neglect of a citizen’s duty was carried 
may be gathered from the fact that, for 
every man who voted yesterday, at 
least seven who have aright to vote 
stayed away from the polls. The de- 
plorable nature of this state of things 
wiil be admitted by all good citizens. 
It is an alarming symptom of modern 
American politics, which is altogether 
above and beyond the mere question of 
defeat or success of the Los Angeles 
charter. This wholesale abstinence of 
citizens from serious political work is a 
species of social dry-rot, which, if al- 
lowed to spread, will inevitably under- 
mine the entire fabric upon which 
American society, as at present con- 
stituted, rests. 

The vote cast was as follows: First 
Ward, total vote, 208, majority against, 
90; Second Ward, 399; majority against, 
15; Third Ward, 337; majority. for, 79; 
Fourth Ward; 243; majority against, 
45; Fifth Ward, 213; majority against, 
69. Total vote, 1400; majority against, 
140. 

It is unnecessary to state that so 
small a vote £annot be regarded asa 
fair test of the opinion of the people.

Another Postal Bill—The Chinese 
Treaty Katified. 

WASHINGTON, May 7.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Senatog Frye today intro- 
duced he form of a bill the amendment 
heretofore seported by him to the Postoffice 
Appropriation Bill to provide*a more effic- 
ient mail service between the United States 
and Central, South America and the West 
Indies. The amount of money to be ap-

and registered steamships for transportation

Women Delegates Kxcluded from the 
Methodist Conference. 

New York, May 7.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Bishop Ninde presided at today’s 
session of the Methodist Episcopal Confer- 
ence.

Forty- 
one delegates at once claimed the floor.

Noted Divorce Case Brought 
to an Fnd. 


A Revo'tiny Story of Barbarity 
Ending in a Fatal Affray. 


San Diego Thinks Rock Island Will 
Build to Her Bay. 


Hotel and Dwelling Burned at: Colton—Affray 
Among Drunken Indians—A Woman’s Ma- 
tilated Body Found Near San Diego 
Coast News. 


By Telecraph to The Times, 

San Francisco, May 6.—[Special.] A 
divorce case of scarcely less note than the 
celebrated Sharon case was decided in the 
Superior Court today by Judge Wilson. 
George E. White is a wealthy cattle-rancher 
of Round Valley, Mendocino county, whose 
wealth is commonly supposed to reach 
$1,000,000. He is king in his own locality, 
and has been in the habit of having every- 
thing his own way. He had had two wives 
before he married his cousin, Frankie 
White, and he subsequently left her to go 
off with her sister to Santa Cruz. They 
registered at San Francisco hotels as man 
and wife, and he bought Mrs. Simpson’s 
house in Berkeley, which she occupied 
ostensibly as his housekeeper. On Decem- 
ber 15, 1885, White sued in the Mendocino 
Superior Court for a divorce, alleging de- 
sertion and adultery as cause of action. He 
averred that Mrs. White had been untrue 
to him with her cousin and his nephew, 
John Rohrbough, and that she subsequently 
left him and came to this city, where she 
yet resides. She filed a cross-complaint 
accusing him of adultery, cruelty, failure to 
provide and desertion, and asked for a 
divorce and division of the community 
property. 

The case was begun in Mendocino county, 
but was subsequently changed to San Fran- 
cisco. His treatment of her as set forth in 
the testimony was brutal in the extreme, 
and in giving his decision, the Judge says: 

“IT amofthe opinion that under all the 
circumstances of this case as detailed and 
disciosed by the evidence, the defendant 
was both legally and morally justified in 
leaving plaintiff’s residence at the time she 
did, and not returning thereto. I am of 
the opinion that the allegations of plain- 
tiff’s complaint, as to defendant’s adultery 
and desertion, are neither of them sustained 
by the evidence. ‘Ihe allegations of the 
cross-complaint as to plaintiff’s adultery, 
desertion and failure to provide, are fully 
sustained by the evidence.” 

‘There were many side issues to the case, 
among others the killing of Jonn D. Wathen 
at Round Valley, by Clarence White, a 
brother of Mrs, White. Wathen, commonly 
known as “Wylackie John,” was White’s 
right-hand bower, and while the trial was 
going on in this city, he corraled all of 
White’s witnesses, his own employés 
mostly, and dictated what they should swear 


to. He was pursuing the same policy| 


while Mrs. White’s attorneys were taking 
depositions in Round Valley, when Clarence 
White shot him in self-defense. . 
Another issue was the granting to Mrs.- 
White of some #5000 alimony and counsel 
fees while the case was going on. White 
appealed this case to the Supreme Court, 
which sustained Judge Wilson in granting 
alimony. Ww. 


AN UNFORTUNATE. 


A Woman's Mangied Corpse Found 
Near San Diego. 

San Dieao, May 7.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The remains of a young lady were 
found in the brush in Sweitzer Cafion about 
three miles east of the city this morning 
by Mr. -Grubrow, a dairyman. One 
leg was found about 400 = yards 
from the body, stripped of flesh by coyotes. 
Another limb was found some distance 
away. The eyes, nose and other features 
had entirely disappeared, and the hands 
had been eaten away. In a satchel 
near by several letters, one 
addressed to Miss Annie Cunningham, 
care Samuel John Erwin, Fresno, Cal., 
postmarked in Ireland. There was also a 
pantograph of a woman of about 40 years of 
age.

THE WONDERFUL GROWTH OF 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


Enormous Earnings of Our Local 
Railroad Lines—The San Pedro 
Branch — Pasadena Road — Per- 
manency of Our Progress — Los 
Angeles and Utah. 


[Los Angeles Corr. New York Times.] 

I have thought that it might preve of 
interest to your many readers if I 
should give youafew items of news 
from this locality. The wonderful de- 
velopment of Southern California 
within the past few years has chal-

Lake. The company has a capital 
stock of $10,000,000, and intends to 
build during the coming season from 
San Pedro Bay to Pasadena. It has 
also purchased the seven miles of road 
already constructed from Pasadena 
northward to Altadena, which becomes 
a part of the main line of the company.

urchased 2800 acres. of land at San 
edro Bay, having a water front of one 
and one-half miles on the-inner bay 
and about the same on the ocean front 
outside, embracing one of the finest 
beaches and som@of the most eligible 
lands to be found on the Pacific Coast.

During the months of January and 
February, 1888, the Southern Pacific 
moved 60,000,000 feet of lumber out of

One of the rematkable facts in the 
business of the railroads 1n this Vicinity 
is this: The Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé Company is now and has 
been for several months past, running 
seven passenger trains each way per 
day between this city and Pasadena.
